Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale 


1 .  This  is  a  public  auction  and  mail-bid  sale  held  by  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc. ,  a  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneer  (the  ‘  ‘Auctioneer’  ’) .  Although  the 
Auctioneer  may  not  withdraw  any  lot  after  a  call  for  bids  has  been  made  with  respect  to  that  lot,  the  consignor  of  the  property  included  in  the  lot  may  bid  on 
and  purchase  the  lot  at  the  auction  sale  for  his  own  account.  If  he  does  so,  he  must  pay  both  the  seller’s  commission  and  buyer’s  premium.  In  addition,  each 
consignor  of  property  was  permitted,  at  the  time  of  consignment,  to  submit  to  the  Auctioneer  a  reserve  bid  on  such  property.  Such  reserve  bid  shall  be  the  opening 
bid  on  the  property,  unless  a  higher  mail  bid  has  been  submitted .  The  purchase  of  a  lot  by  consignor’s  reserve  bid  shall  obligate  such  consignor  to  pay  a  special 
reserve  fee,  instead  of  a  buyer’s  premium,  to  the  auctioneer. 

2 .  The  highest  bidder  acknowledged  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion 
immediately  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again.  The  Auctioneer’s  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  bidders. 

3 .  A  buyer ’s  premium  equal  to  1 0%  of  the  successful  bid  price  will  be  added  to  each  invoice  unless  the  purchase  is  made  by  a  consignor’s  reserve  bid  and  is  payable  by 
the  buyer  as  part  of  the  total  purchase  price.

All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  U  nited  States  dollars  (no  credit  cards  accepted)  and  are  due  and  payable  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  auction  invoice  or,  if 
payment  is  to  be  made  at  the  auction  sale,  simultaneously  with  receipt  of  the  coins .  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  void  a  sale  if  payment  in  full  of  the 
invoice  is  not  received  by  the  Auctioneer  within  15  days  after  the  date  of  the  invoice.  Lots  delivered  in  the  States  of  California  and  Texas  are  subject  to  all 
applicable  state  and  local  taxes,  unless  appropriate  permits  are  on  file  with  us.  Shipping,  handling  and  insurance  charges  will  be  added  to  invoices  for  lots  delivered 
by  mail .  Overseas  buyers  must  furnish  their  own  insurance  during  shipment . 

6.  If  the  auction  invoice(s)  submitted  by  the  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance  will  bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  until 
paid,  and  if  the  Auctioneer  refers  the  invoice(s)  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs,  and  other  collection  costs  incurred 
by  the  Auctioneer.  The  courts  of  Dallas  County,  Texas,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  venue  over  any  suit  initiated  by  the  Auctioneer  to  collect  delinquent 
invoice(s) ,  and  all  bidders  consent  to  in  personam  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  State  of  Texas . 

7.  Mail  bidders  who  have  not  previously  established  credit  must  furnish  satisfactory  references  well  in  advance  of  the  sale  date,  or  send  a  deposit  of  25%  of  their  bids 
which  is  applicable  to  purchases .  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded  after  the  sale. 

8 .  All  bidders  who  have  mailing  addresses  outside  the  U  nited  States  of  America,  the  Territories  of  the  U  SA,  Canada  or  Mexico,  or  have  addresses  through  the  U.  S. 
Military,  must  deposit  with  the  Auctioneer  25%  of  the  total  amount  bid  in  United  States  dollars.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded 
after  the  sale.  Also,  persons  who  have  APOor  FPO  box  numbers  must  deposit  25%. 

9 .  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise  to  the  buyer.  Bidder  personally  guarantees  payment  of  all 
successful  bids,  and  if  a  corporation,  an  officer  or  principal  in  the  corporation  agrees  to  personally  guarantee  such  payment.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the 
successful  bidder  until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  coins  once  they  are  in  his 
possession.

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Dear  Numismatist: 


Every  Long  Beach  convention  is  exciting.  Sam  Lopresto  and  his  crew  are  one  of  the  most  efficient 
numismatic  organizations  in  the  nation.  Not  only  is  Long  Beach  attended  by  every  major  dealer,  but  the 
affluent  population  of  Southern  California  insures  a  well  attended  bourse  and  auction.  H.N.A.I.  has  been 
quite  fortunate  over  the  years  in  its  Long  Beach  sales  and  this  year’s  Long  Beach  is  one  of  our  very  best. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  and  the  National  Asset  Seizure  and 
Forfeiture  Program  of  the  United  States  Marshals  Service,  this  auction  contains  the  first  portion  of  the  U.S. 
Gold  that  was  seized  from  a  group  of  Colorado  drug  smugglers.  Several  individuals  are  responsible  for 
making  this  auction  a  reality.  Those  people  include  Tom  Dolan  of  the  D.E.A.,  Marshall  Jack  Egnor  and 
Linda  Darne  of  the  National  Asset  Seizure  and  Forfeiture  Program. 

The  D.E.A.  is  one  of  few  government  agencies  which  is  able  to  return  money  to  the  United  States 
Treasury.  Actual  figures  since  1986  show  that  seizure  values  have  exceeded  annual  budgets,  according  to 
Robert  Feldkamp,  chief  of  public  affairs  for  the  D.E.A.  in  Washington.  The  ’86  budget  was  $387  million 
and  seizures  were  $401  million;  ’87  figures  were  a  $490  million  budget  with  $500  million  in  returned  funds. 
For  1988  the  D.E.A.’s  budget  is  $522  million  while  seizures  of  illegal  property  and  funds  are  expected  to  be 
slightly  over  $600  million.  This  is  particularly  good  news  to  us  all,  because  these  funds  help  to  reduce  the 
national  debt.  Since  1981,  the  D.E.A.  has  seized  close  to  $5,300,000,000  in  drug  trafficker  assets  according 
to  Mr.  Feldkamp.  Some  of  the  more  exotic  properties  include  such  things  as  bars  and  discos,  helicopters, 
yachts,  Rolls  Royces,  tiffany  lamps,  and  even  Arabian  stallions. 

In  the  late  1970’s,  two  highly  educated  businessmen  with  Masters  Degrees  in  business  management  failed 
at  their  employment  endeavors  and  decided  to  enter  the  business  of  illegal  importation  of  drugs.  They 
gathered  their  life  savings  of  approximately  $10,000.00,  and  traveled  to  South  America  to  purchase  cocaine. 
Upon  returning  to  the  United  States,  the  cocaine  was  distributed  at  a  profit  netting  approximately  three 
times  the  original  investment. 

To  further  enhance  their  new  venture,  they  engaged  two  relatively  successful  businessmen  who  believed 
that  the  possibility  of  greater  wealth  would  create  a  better  life.  Thus,  in  approximately  two  years  the  four 
partners  were  importing  hundreds  of  pounds  of  cocaine  into  the  United  States.  Each  partner  became 
responsible  for  a  different  task;  such  as  acquiring  investors,  importation,  distribution,  and  the  laundering 
of  the  drug  proceeds.  Over  the  years,  they  advanced  from  transporting  10  to  20  pounds  of  cocaine  by  false- 
bottom  suitcases  to  the  importation  of  hundreds  of  pounds  of  cocaine  by  private  airplane.  Their  illegal 
activity  was  further  extended  to  the  manufacturing  of  cocaine  within  the  United  States. 

In  the  early  1980’s,  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  seized  approximately  100  pounds  of  cocaine 
from  a  pilot  employed  by  the  partners.  This  resulted  in  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration  initiating  an 
investigation.  The  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  the  Orange  County,  California  Sheriffs  Department  joined 
forces  to  identify  the  four  partners  and  over  50  associates. 

The  investigation  revealed  that  the  partners  had  become  millionaires  within  five  years.  The  profits  that 
were  derived  from  the  illegal  drug  trafficking  had  been  invested  in  numerous  investments,  including  rare 
gold  coins  purchased  throughout  the  United  States. 

When  the  partners  and  associates  became  aware  of  the  investigation,  they  began  making  frequent 
mistakes.  In  an  effort  to  hide  their  ill-gotten  gains  and  avoid  seizure  by  the  U.S.  Government,  they  buried 
the  gold  coins  in  various  states  throughout  the  United  States.  They  drew  maps  of  the  burial  spots  and 
maintained  copies  at  their  residences.  When  authorities  executed  search  warrants,  the  maps  were 
discovered.  One  map  in  particular  lead  agents  to  a  burial  spot  where  they  dug  up  $500,000.00  in  gold 
coins.  Subsequent  to  this  seizure,  agents  discovered  four  other  burial  spots,  where  they  dug  up  1.5  million 
in  gold  coins.  Can  you  imagine  finding  a  treasure  of  coins  under  a  wheat  crop  in  Nebraska,  on  a  mountain 
in  Colorado,  or  on  the  island  of  Maui  in  Hawaii? 

The  individuals  identified  in  this  organization  have  been  convicted  and  found  guilty  of  conspiracy  to 
conduct  the  affairs  of  an  enterprise  through  a  pattern  of  racketeering  activity,  RICO,  in  violation  of  Title 
18,  United  States  Code,  Section  1962(c)  and  (d);  and  Income  Tax  Evasion,  in  violation  of  Title  26,  United 
States  Code,  Section  7201.  They  are  currently  incarcerated  in  a  Federal  penitentiary  serving  in  excess  of  ten 
years,  other  co-consiprators  are  also  serving  time  in  a  federal  penitentiary.  All  the  gold  has  been  seized  by 
the  United  States  Government. 

By  way  of  history,  the  Comprehensive  Crime  Control  Act  of  1984  amended  various  criminal  and  civil 
statutes  to  enable  the  Federal  Government  to  seize  assets  and  profits  derived  from  high-level  drug 
trafficking.  This  Act  further  established  an  Assets  Forfeiture  Fund  administered  by  the  U.S.  Marshals 
Service  for  the  purpose  of  managing,  maintaining,  and  disposing  of  seized  assets.  The  monies  generated 
from  the  sale  of  forfeited  assets  are  deposited  into  the  Assets  Forfeiture  Fund. 
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This  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  sale  is  being  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  U.S.  Marshals 
service  and  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration. 

Now  you  know  the  story  of  this  auction.  The  bad  guys  lost,  and  you  and  our  Treasury  have  won!  Part  2 
of  these  coins  will  be  in  our  December  8-10  sale  in  Dallas.

This  light  to  medium-grey  specimen  should 
inspire  interest  from  the  variety  specialist,  as  it  was  lacking  in  recently 
offered  collections,  including  Norweb  and  Taylor. 

2  1652  Oak  Tree  Shilling  FINE  (15/15)*.  Noe  11-12.  C6b-E2.  R.7. 
Nicely  rounded  flan  with  rich  golden-grey  iridescence  atop  the  well 
struck  surfaces.  Only  the  central  obverse  is  a  trifle  weak,  however 
visible. 

3  1652  Oak  Tree  Shilling  FINE  (15/15)*.  Noe-5,  C  2-D.  R.2.  Pleas¬ 
ing  violet-grey  surfaces  which  might  warrant  a  higher  grade,  save 
for  weakness  in  the  tree.  Light  clipping  does  not  interfere  with  the 
legends,  (photo) 

4  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling  FINE  (15/15).  Repaired*.  Noe-3,  C  3-F. 
A  restored  example  of  the  Large  Tree  design.  The  oblong  planchet 
was  split  during  an  attempted  straightening  and  since  connected 
in  a  reasonably  skillful  manner. 

5  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling  FINE  (15/15)*.  Bent  and  straightened* 
affecting  the  wear,  more  so  on  the  obverse.  Original  grey  in  the  pro¬ 
tected  areas  with  golden-russet  over  the  balance.  Minor  clipping 
does  not  enter  into  the  lettering,  (photo) 

6  1652  Pine  Tree  Threepence  VERY  FINE  (20/20).  Surface  marks*.

Light 
scratches*.  Attractive  medium-grey  color  with  strong,  even  detail. 
Some  file  marks  are  noted  along  the  obverse  border  from  10:00  to 
1 1 :30  in  addition  to  some  trivial  ancient  scratches  on  the  reverse, 
(photo) 

10  1723  Hibernia  Farthing  EXTREMELY  FINE  (45/45)*.  Chocolate 
brown,  with  the  faintest  hints  of  original  mint  luster.  Well  struck 
and  free  of  any  problems. 

1 1  1723  Hibernia  Halfpenny  MINT  STATE  (60/60).  Brown*.  Attrac¬ 
tive  chestnut  brown  surfaces  with  a  splash  of  red  through  ERN  in 
HIBERNIA.  Sharp  definition  on  all  but  the  highest  points  on  the 
reverse. 

12  1723  Hibernia  Halfpenny  MINT  STATE  (60/60)*.  Extremely  sharp 
with  glossy  olive-brown  and  burnt-orange  surfaces. 

13  1723  Hibernia  Farthing  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  Nelson  8. 
Lustrous,  with  tinges  of  brick-red  color  mixed  with  olive  and 
chocolate  brown  hues.  Traces  of  the  original  mint  color  appear  on 
the  left  side  of  the  obverse.  Full  struck,  with  all  of  George’s  hair 
detail  in  bold  evidence.  A  pleasing  example  of  the  Type.  The  date 
appears  to  be  recut,  with  the  final  3  showing  the  undertype  of  another 
numeral  (not  a  2);  a  small,  thin  die-break  runs  from  the  H  of  HIBER¬ 
NIA  to  the  effigy’s  right  elbow. 

14  1723  Rosa  Americana  Penny  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED 
(50/50)*.  Lot  14  from  the  June,  1988  DCSE  Sale  where  it  was 
catalogued  “Very  sharply  brought  up  and  well  centered  with  light 
olive-yellow  color  over  most  of  the  surfaces.  The  obverse  displays 
a  significant  area  of  darker  brown,  a  color  more  in  keeping  with 
this  coin’s  age.” 

The  slightly 
scarcer  VOOE  POPULI  variety.  Struck  on  a  light  chocolate,  slightly 
granular  planchet  (caused  by  an  improper  mixing  of  the  copper 
metal).

Typically  bold  and  quite  pleasing 
for  the  grade,  (photo)

498  1837  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (50/50)*.  Browning  2,  R.  1. 
Evenly  worn  and  lightly  hairlined  from  an  ancient  cleaning.  The 
surfaces  have  acquired  a  light  golden  color  which  darkens  towards 
the  rims.  A  well-struck,  affordable  example  of  the  Type. 

499  1837  ALMOST  UNCIRCULATED  (55/55)*.  A  splendid,  fully 
original  specimen,  toned  a  natural  golden-grey  color.  This  choice, 
briefly  circulated  piece  would  really  spice  up  a  budget-minded  type 
set.

1945  1881  -CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  VCfell  struck.  The  surfeces  are  fros¬ 
ty,  satiny  and  untoned.  Way  above  average  for  the  issue. 

1946  1 88 1  -CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64) .  Prooflike*.  A  flashy  untoned  ex¬ 
ample.  Kept  from  the  Gem  class  by  a  shallow  scuff  on  Liberty’s 
cheek.  Very  attractive,  nonetheless,  (photo) 

1 947  1 88 1  -CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  Satiny,  with  a  light,  milky-white 
toning  on  either  side. 

1948  1 88 1-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  A  dazzling,  frosty  specimen  with 
a  full  strike  and  absolute  minimum  abrasions. 

1949  1881-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  A  fully  struck,  deep¬ 
ly  mirrored  cameo  prooflike.  Scarce  in  this  condition,  and  enor¬ 
mously  appealing. 

1950  1882  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Fully  struck  and  exquisitely  frosty. 

1951  1882  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  The  obverse  is  uniformly  toned  in 
olive,  sea-green  and  burgundy  shades,  while  the  reverse  shows  an 
untoned  center  surrounded  by  red  and  steel-blue  colors.  Very  at¬ 
tractive  and  totally  original. 

1952  1882  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Attractively  toned  in  lovely  pastel 
lilac  and  steel  colors,  with  some  red  highlights  near  the  rims.  A 
very  pleasing,  original  example,  (photo) 

1953  1 882  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Another  beautifully  toned  example 
of  this  date,  with  gorgeous  blendings  of  sea-green,  steel-blue  and 
lilac  colors. 

1954  1882-S  MS  (65/65)*.  A  fully  struck,  flashy,  untoned  Gem,  and  an 
1896  MS  (65/65)*.  Satiny  and  lustrous.  (Total:  2  coins) 

1955  1882-S  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  A  deeply  mirrored  coin 
with  even  light  golden  patina. 

1956  1882-S  MINT  STATE  (66/66)*.  A  fully  struck,  brilliant  specimen 
with  exceptional  luster. 

1957  1882-CC  MS  63/63*,  an  1883-CC  MS  63/63*  and  an  1884-CC  MS 
64/64*,  all  untoned  examples  from  popular  Carson  City  origin. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

1958  1882-CC  Dollar  MS  (63/63)*.  Frosty  and  lightly  bagmarked;  and 
a  1920  Pilgrim  Half  Dollar  MS  (63/63)*.  The  golden  toning  darkens 
to  a  deep,  burnt-gold  color  at  the  rims.  (Total:  2  coins) 

1959  1 882-CC,  an  1 883-CC  and  an  1 885-CC,  all  untoned  MS  63/63*  ex¬ 
amples.  (Total:  3  coins) 

1960  1882-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike.  Cleaned*,  to  watery 
brilliance. 

1961  1 882-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65) .  Prooflike*  A  fully  struck  coin  with 
deeply  reflective  surfaces  and  moderate  cameo  contrast.  Brilliant. 

1962  1882-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike*.  A  glit¬ 
tering  cameo  example,  with  frosty  devices  floating  in  a  sea  of  deep¬ 
ly  mirrored  fields.  A  hint  of  golden  color  adds  to  the  already  ex¬ 
cellent  eye  appeal .  This  is  an  oustanding  coin  for  the  Dollar  specialist. 

1963  1883  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Frosty  and  untoned.  A  few  light 
obverse  field  marks  are  evident  but  Liberty’s  cheek  is  especially 
smooth. 

1964  1883  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  The  obverse  of  this  piece  displays 
an  unusually  satiny  surface  and  a  hint  of  lilac  toning  on  the  bottom 
half;  the  obverse  is  more  lustrous,  but  shows  a  few  light  marks.  Very 
attractive. 

1965  1883  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  Brilliant,  with  moderate 
contrast.  The  obverse  was  struck  from  slightly  rusted  dies,  but  the 
overall  eye-appeal  of  this  scarce  prooflike  issue  is  excellent,  (photo) 

1966  1 883  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  A  frosty  coin  with  attractive  pastel 
hues  of  gold  and  lavender  on  the  obverse. 


1967  1883  MINT  STATE  (66/66)*.  A  fully  struck,  lustrous  coin  with 
lovely  mottled  iridescent  toning.  A  scarce  issue  in  such  a  high  grade. 

1968  1883-0  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  VAM  9,  R.4.  Rich  golden  and  violet 
toning  over  immaculate  surfaces  and  devices. 

1969  1883-S  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  A  sharply  struck  example  of  this 
scarce  issue,  with  a  hint  of  light  lavender  toning. 

1970  1883-S  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  The  1883-S  Dollar  is  one  of  the 
more  widely  respected  dates  in  the  series,  due  to  the  general 
unavailability  of  Choice  specimens.  This  example  is  just  that.  It 
has  ample  amounts  of  original  mint  luster  and  the  strike  is  excellent. 
A  few  light  marks  and  abrasions  are  seen  on  either  side,  yet  all  of 
these  are  consistent  with  the  grade.  It’s  interesting  that  the  price 
predictions  made  by  Les  and  Sue  Fox  in  their  SILVER  DOLLAR 
FORTUNE  TELLING  book  of  1978  have  essentially  come  true 
for  this  date.  They  predicted  that  this  date  would  be  worth  $2500 
in  1988,  and,  in  fact,  MS-63  examples  are  now  worth  $1200-1500 
and  Gems  are  worth  $15,000  + .  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how 
this  date  performs  over  the  next  decade!  (photo) 

1971  1883-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  A  frosty  coin  with  a  hint  of  golden 
patina. 

1972  1883-CC  MS  (64/64)*;  an  1891-SMS  (64/64)*  Golden  toned;  and 
an  1891-CC  MS  (63/63)*.  Frosty,  with  just  a  hint  of  golden  color. 
(Total:  3  coins) 

1973  1 883-CC  MS  (65/65)*.  Lustrous  and  toned  in  milky-white  shades; 
and  an  1898  MS  (65/65)*.  Satiny  gold  and  lilac  toning  appears  on 
both  sides.  (Total:  2  coins) 

1974  1883-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  A  “black  and  white” 
cameo  which  has  escaped  all  but  the  most  minor  abrasions.  This 
glittering  Carson  City  cartwheel  should  stir  considerable  interest 
among  lovers  of  deep  mirror  Morgans. 

1975  1883-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  A  fully  struck,  lustrous  specimen 
with  minimum  abrasions  and  a  crescent  of  lovely  rainbow  toning 
at  the  upper  left  reverse  rim. 

1976  1883-CC  MINT  STATE  (66/66).  Prooflike*  A  fully  struck,  fros¬ 
ty  gem  with  radiant  cartwheel  luster.  The  reflective  fields  exhibit 
moderate  depth,  (photo) 

1977  1884-0  MS  (63/63)  Prooflike*.  Milky  toned;  a  1903-0  MS  (62/62)*. 
Satiny  and  essentially  untoned;  and  a  1904-0  MS  (63/63)*.  Nicely 
struck,  with  a  bright  luster  and  a  touch  of  splotchy  white  color.  (Total: 
3  coins) 

1978  1884-0, an  1885anda  1901-0,  all  MS  64/64*.  The  first  two  exhibit 
full  cartwheel  brilliance  while  the  latter  is  toned  in  a  splash  of  golden 
and  rose- violet  coloration  on  the  obverse  and  beautiful  steel-blue, 
apple-green  and  reddish-orange  iridescence  on  the  reverse.  (Total: 
3  coins) 

1979  1884-0  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Lovely  pastel  toning  on  the  obverse. 

1980  1884-S  MINT  STATE  (62/62)*.  A  sharply  struck,  lustrous  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  key  date.  A  suggestion  of  light  golden  toning  adds  to  its 
eye-appeal.  Silver  dollars  of  this  date  are  exceedingly  scarce  in  all 
uncirculated  grades. 

1981  1884-S  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  This  key  date  Morgan  displays  well 
struck,  silvery-grey  surfaces,  with  rose-gold  overtones  hugging  the 
peripheral  devices.  NCI  for  grade  and  authenticity  dated  07/08/86. 
Last  sold  as  Lot  1571  from  our  December,  1987  DCSE  Sale. 

1982  A  trio  of  1884-CC  Dollars,  each  grading  MS  (63/63)*.  (Total:  3  coins) 

1983  1884-CC  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Prooflike*.  A  lightly  marked,  un¬ 
toned  example  with  some  good  cameo  contrast. 

1984  1878-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  A  sharply  struck,  brilliant  coin 
with  exceptional  mint  frost. 

1985  1884-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  A  brilliant  specimen  with  radiant 
cartwheel  luster.  Fully  struck.

1986  1884-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  It  is  so  refreshing  to 
see  a  coin  of  this  date  that  has  flash  and  eye  appeal,  especially  after 
viewing  the  thousands  of  baggy,  lesser  grade  GSA  Dollars  which 
represent  the  vast  majority  of  the  surviving  population.  The  obverse 
of  this  coin  is  dazzling  and  toned  in  a  silky,  sky-blue  and  light  gold 
color.  The  reverse  shows  a  good  cameo  contrast  and  a  glittering  cart¬ 
wheel  luster.  The  strike  is  superb  and  the  overall  eye  appeal  is 
fantastic! 

1987  1884-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/67).  Exquisite  luster.  Accompanied 
by  INS  certificate  2189H  for  grade  and  authenticity. 

1988  1885  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Choice  surfaces  with  blazing  cart¬ 
wheel  luster. 

1989  1885  MINT  STATE  (67/67)*.  A  dazzling,  fully  struck,  mark-free 
specimen  with  a  hint  of  light  golden  patina,  (photo) 

1990  1885-0  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  A  common  date  in  uncommon  con¬ 
dition!  A  fully  struck  Gem,  with  exceptionally  clean  and  lustrous 
surfaces.  Liberty’s  cheek  shows  a  faint  whisper  of  golden  color.  Very 
attractive. 

1991  1885-SMS  63/63*  with  iridescent  peripheral  toning;  an  1889-SMS 
63/63*;  and  an  1891  MS  63/63*.  A  trio  of  better-date  coins.  (Total: 
3  coins) 

1992  A  trio  of  1885-S  Dollars,  each  grading  MS  (63/63)*.  All  three  are 
lustrous  and  fully  struck.  (Total:  3  coins) 

1993  1885-CCMS  63/63  Prooflike*  and  an  1890-CC  MS  62/62*.  (Total: 
2  coins) 

1994  1885-CC  MS  63/63*  with  light  pastel  toning,  and  two  1891-CC 
dollars,  both  MS  63/63*,  one  with  iridescent  peripheral  toning  and 
one  brilliant.  (Total:  3  coins) 

1995  A  pair  of  1885-CC  Dollars,  both  grading  MS  (63/63)*.  Both  pieces 
show  a  touch  of  golden  color  on  either  side.  A  nice,  original  pair 
of  these  scarcer  Carson  City  Mint  issues. 

1996  1885-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  Softly  struck  in  the  centers,  but 
with  lots  of  original  luster  and  brilliance.  White  and  untoned. 

1997  1885-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  Bright,  lustrous  and  untoned. 

1998  1885-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  A  lustrous  Gem,  with  exceptional¬ 
ly  clean  surfaces  and  a  bright,  original  appearance.  Scarce  in  this 
lofty  grade. 

1999  1886  MS  (63/63)  Prooflike*  and  1896  MS  (63/63)  Prooflike*.  (Total: 
2  coins) 

2000  1886  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike*.  A  bright,  untoned,  black 
and  white  cameo. 

2001  1886  and  an  1887  Dollar,  both  MS  65/65*  and  brilliant.  (Total:  2 
coins) 

2002  1 886-0  MINT  STATE  (60/60)*.  A  sharply  struck  example  of  this 
better  date.  Even  light  golden  toning  on  both  sides. 

2003  1886-0  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  A  frosty  specimen  with  a  bold 
strike.  Very  scarce. 

2004  1 886-0  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  A  clean,  extremely  well  struck  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  elusive  Morgan.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  lackluster, 
much  like  “O”  mint  issues  made  a  decade  later.  Formerly  Lot  1 854 
from  the  June,  1986  Long  Beach  Sale. 

2005  1 886-S  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Prooflike*.  Deeply  mirrored,  with 
light  golden  toning  on  both  sides. 

2006  Apairof  1 886-S  Dollars,  both  grading  MS  (63/63)*.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2007  1 886-S  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike*.  Bright  and  reflective, 
with  some  cameo  contrast.  The  strike  is  good  and  there  is  only  a 
light,  shallow  scrape  on  the  eagle’s  breast.  Way  above  average! 


2008  1 886-S  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike*.  A  well-struck  example, 
although  some  light  planchet  striations  (as  made)  do  appear  on 
Liberty’s  cheek.  The  fields  are  bright  and  reflective,  and  only  a 
minimal  number  of  light  bagmarks  are  present.  A  light  layer  of 
milky,  sky-blue  toning  appears  on  both  sides.  The  overall  appear¬ 
ance  is  quite  pleasing. 

2009  1887  MS  (64/64)  Prooflike*;  an  1887  MS  (64/64)  Prooflike*;  and 
an  1898  MS  (64/64)  Prooflike*.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2010  1887-0  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Pale  golden  patina  on  both  sides. 
Accompanied  by  INS  certificate  1912H  for  grade  and  authenticity. 

2011  1887-S  MS  (63/63)*.  Fully  struck  and  quite  lustrous  for  the  grade; 
and  an  1899-S  MS  (63/63)*.  Delicate  sea-green  and  lilac  toning  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  is  milky  toned.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2012  1887-S  MS  (63/63)*.  Sharply  struck,  with  bright  surfaces  and  a  deep 
purple  toning  on  the  obverse;  an  1 898-S  MS  (63/63)*.  Mottled  milky- 
white  and  gold  toning  appears  on  both  sides,  and  a  1902-0  MS 
(63/63)  Prooflike*.  Milky  toned,  with  some  golden  tendencies  at 
the  rims.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2013  1887-S  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Golden  violet  in  color  with  deeper 
rose  and  turquoise  iridescence  within  the  protected  areas,  (photo) 

2014  1887-S  MINT  STATE  (64/65)*.  A  sharply  struck  example  of  this 
better  issue,  with  a  hint  of  light  lavender  toning  on  both  sides. 

20 1 5  1887-S  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  A  fully  struck,  brilliant 
specimen  with  mirrored  fields  and  a  hint  of  cameo  contrast.  Ex¬ 
tremely  elusive  in  such  high  grade. 

2016  1887-S  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Frosty,  with  an  excellent  strike  and 
minimal  abrasions.  NCI  for  grade  and  authenticity,  with  the  cer¬ 
tificate  dated  09/01/87. 

2017  1887-S  MINT  STATE  (67/67).  A  clean,  well  struck  example  toned 
in  uniform  golden-violet  shades.  Russet  iridescence  gathers  within 
the  protected  areas.  Some  wispy  facial  hairlines  are  only  visible  upon 
close  inspection. 

2018  1888  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Frosty  white  and  untoned,  with  very 
clean  surfaces. 

2019  A  trio  of  1888-S  Dollars,  each  grading  MS  (63/63)*.  One  of  the  pieces 
is  toned  in  burgundy  and  russet  shades. 

2020  1888-S  MINT  STATE  (65/65)*.  Light  golden  toning  on  this  better 
date.  An  impeccable  specimen  with  an  excellent  strike. 

2021  1889  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  A  frosty  example  with  a  hint  of  light 
patina.  Formerly  Lot  1829  from  our  December  1987  Dallas  Sale. 

2022  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Prooflike*.  Satiny,  with  a  good 
degree  of  Prooflike  reflection,  especially  on  the  obverse.  This  date 
is  seldom  seen  with  any  sort  of  mirrored  fields! 

2023  A  trio  of  1 889-0  Dollars,  each  grading  MS  (63/63)  Prooflike*.  (Total : 
3  coins) 

2024  A  trio  of  1889-0  Dollars,  each  grading  MS  (63/63)  Prooflike*.  (Total : 
3  coins) 

2025  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Subtle  burnt-gold  colors  appear 
on  the  obverse;  the  reverse  is  frosty  and  untoned.  The  strike  is  also 
quite  good  for  this  typically  weak  issue. 

2026  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Frosty,  with  some  semi-prooflike 
tendencies  on  the  reverse.  A  light  golden  color  has  begun  to  form 
at  the  rims. 

2027  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  A  surprisingly  well  struck  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  typically  weak  date.  The  obverse  is  lightly  marked,  while 
the  reverse  is  much  cleaner.  Satiny  and  untoned . 

2028  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike*.  Satiny,  with  a  bright, 
reflective  cartwheel  luster.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  abraded,  but 
to  a  degree  consistent  with  the  grade.

Another  bright  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  date.  This  piece  shows  some  cameo  contrast,  further  ad¬ 
ding  to  its  desirability.  A  simply  lovely  coin,  (photo) 

2030  1 889-0  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike*  A  mate  to  the  preceding 
lots,  with  an  equal  helping  of  bright  luster  and  prooflike  fields. 

2031  1 889-0  MINT  STATE  (64/64) .  Prooflike*.  The  obverse  of  this  piece 
shows  a  bright,  satiny  cartwheel  luster,  while  the  reverse  has  more 
prooflike  tendencies,  (photo) 

2032  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  A  well-struck  example  of  this 
elusive  date,  with  attractive  light  golden  patina  on  the  obverse. 


2033  1889-0  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  The  nicest  piece  out

One  of  the 
pieces  displays  some  lovely,  lilac  colorations.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2035  1889-CC  EXTREMELY  FINE  (45/45)*.  The  steel-grey  surfaces 
retain  a  generous  quota  of  luster  and  breast  feather  detail.  A  few 
stray  obverse  abrasions  are  mentionable,  but  not  particularly  distrac¬

2036  1889-CC  MINT  STATE  (63/63)*.  A  fully  Mint  State  example  of 

this  classic  Morgan  Dollar  rarity.  A  milky-white  toning  appears  on 
both  sides;  the  underlying  surfaces  are  satiny  and  lustrous.  The  strike 
is  also  excellent,  with  all  of  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  visible,  as 
well  as  the  hair  above  Liberty’s  ear.  A  small  mark  appears  near  the 
base  of  Liberty’s  cap,  and  the  remainder  of  the  coin  is  virtually  free 
of  marks  or  defects.  This  is  a  great  opportunity  for  the  advanced 
collector  to  obtain  an  above-average  example  of  this  elusive  date,

2037  1890-CC  MS  (63/63)  Prooflike*  and  an  1897-S  MS  (63//63) 
Prooflike*.  The  1 890-CC  is  unusually  bright,  but  very  flatly  struck 
in  the  centers.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2038  1890-CC  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Flashy,  with  an  above-average 
strike  and  luster. 


2039  1 890-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64)*.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty,  with 
multicolored  peripheral  toning. 

2040  1890-CC  MINT  STATE  (65/65).  Prooflike*.  Both  sides  of  this  Gem 
are  deeply  mirrored,  and  the  reverse  shows  some  good  cameo  con¬ 
trast.  The  strike  is  excellent  and  the  fields  are  quite  well  preserved. 
A  light  layer  of  iridescent,  gold  and  milky-white  toning  adds  just 
the  right  touch  of  extra  eye  appeal.  This  coin  brings  back  fond 
memories  of  the  hoard  of  nearly  one  thousand  deeply  mirrored  pieces 
we  sold  back  in  1978.  This  group  has  been  widely  disseminated, 
and  it  is  seldom  that  we  see  a  piece  as  nice  as  this. 

2041  1891  MINT  STATE  (60/60).  Mottled  toning. 

2042  1891-0  MINT  STATE  (64/65)*.  Attractive  golden  and  lavender  and 
an  above-average  strike.  A  scarce  issue  seldom  seen  in  such  choice 
condition. 

2043  1 891  -S  MINT  STATE  (66/66)*.  Gorgeous  mottled  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing  over  impeccable  surfaces  and  devices.  A  far  cry  from  the  heavi¬ 
ly  bagmarked  coins  which  typify  this  issue,  (photo) 

2044  1 891  -CC  MS  62/62*,  brilliant  and  frosty,  and  an  1 892  MS  63/63* 
with  an  above-average  strike.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2045  1891-CC  MINT  STATE  (63/63).  Prooflike*.  A  deeply  mirrored 
specimen  with  a  sharp  strike  and  moderate  cameo  contrast,  (photo) 

2046  Apairof  1891-CC  Dollars,  both  grading  MS  (63/63)*.  Both  are  pleas¬ 
ing,  well  struck  examples  which  display  a  reasonable  number  of 
bagmarks.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2047  1891-CC  MINT  STATE  (64/64).  Prooflike*.  The  obverse  of  this 
exceptional  coin  is  uniformly  brilliant,  while  the  reverse  shows  some 
good  cameo  contrast.  The  center  of  the  reverse  is  also  untoned,  and 
surrounded  by  a  lovely,  burnt-gold  peripheral  toning.  Great  eye  ap¬

A  truly 
outstanding  example  of  this  often  drab  Philadelphia  issue,  (photo) 

2081  1896-0  MINT  STATE  (60/60)*.  Light  golden  patina.  The  obverse 
is  somewhat  rough,  but  this  date  is  quite  scarce  in  uncirculated 
condition.
